The mining is unlike that any- 
where else in the world, I suppose, for 
the following is the process: A miner 
goes down into the shaft with’ a’ pick 
and an ax and breaks off pieces of the 


streak which he thinks will weigh 


about two hundred and fifty pounds, 
(a good load for one side of a mule), 
and then deliberately chops off with 
his ax some of the corners and sends 
it above. Here another man takes it, 
sits down on it and further chops it 
up so as to have of convenient shape 
for packing, puts it on a mule and 
sends it off for shipment to San Fran- 
cisco. They hardly mine that way on 
the Comstock, do they! Tons of ore, 
which has been obtained entirely by 
labor of this kind, have been shipped 
to San Francisco and sold there for 
from $12,000 to $20,000 per ton. This 
remarkable streak runs along the ledge 
for miles, but nowhere has been worked 
to such an extent as in the Stonewall 
Jackson claim. When the whole lode 
is turning out rock that is nearly pure 
silver, then the question of what to do 
with the silver will be one of impor- 
tance.
